THE AMOUNT OF LEGAL-TENDERS ON DE- 
POSIT 
in the United States Treasury to retire Na- 
tional bank circulation was $35,583,283. Of 
course, under the operation of the law, the 
depesit by banks of those legal-tenders to 
redeem outstanding notes released me bonds 
upon which that amount of notes was issued. 
This disposes of the “ excess”’ referred to, 
and somethiag besides. No notes have ever 
been issued to a National bank in excess of 
9) per cent of the amount of bonds deposited 
by said bank. Of the whole amount of bonds 
deposited to secure Circulation when Secre- 
tary Win«don issued his notice of extension 
on the 6, only about $44,000,000 were bonds 
of that class. At the close of business yes- 
terday the banks had on deposit $27,292,150

THE IMMIGRATION OF 1681 

The flow of immigration from foreign 
countries to the United States is surprising 
even in these days when every change in the 
old order of things seems to be of an ex- 
traordinary character. The wonderful prog- 
ress in the industry and prosperity of the 
country, as contrasted with that of other 
lands, has made a widespread impression 
upon the people of all other countries. The 
failures of the bread-crops which at times 
have reduced the people of many European 
States and districts to the verge of famine, 
and the fact that the famine was only averted 
by drawing for food upon the inexhaustible 
supplies of American breadstuffs and provis- 
ions, has given to America in the estima- 
tion of these distant people something of the 
character of a paradise; for to these peo 
ple in their condition that land is a para- 
dise where an abundance of food is 
constant and within every man’s reach. To 
a very large proportion of the people of 
many of the States of Europe the taste of 
meat is a luxury that is not enjoyed at most 
oftener than once a week, and by many per- 
sons less frequently. The bread is the black 
rye bread, which is the only kind within the 
means of these persons to buy. To the mill- 
ions of people who thus live hopelesly from 
generation to generation the story of the 
abundance, the freedom, the peace, and the 
prosperity of the American States creates an 
irrepressible desire to move off with wife 
and children from the land of poverty to be- 
gin new lives on amore bountiful soil and 
under happier conditions, personal and polit- 
ical. The American Consul at Stuttgart, in 
Wirtemberg, writes of the emigration from 
that place, and states that of those who left 
last year 34 per cent were farmers and 54 per 
cent were peasant laborers. An official, an- 
swering the question why they left home, 
gave this answer: 


Every season disastrous to agricultural inter- 
ests gives an impetus to emigration. The grape 


and grain crops have been poor for tùhree or four 
years now, causing much distress and want 
among the lower classes and in the rural popu- 
lations. These latter, hearing from their friends 
in America of the (to them) fabulous rate of 
| wages—$2or $3 a day—paid there, and of the 
crops and 125 prosperity, naturall 
turn thither with longing eyes, and come to loo 


| with discontent upon their lot bere, where they 


see no chante of bettering themselves Dowhat 
they will,few if any of them lay aside any 
mioney bere. Every letter brings glowing ac- 
counts of high wages, good cro 8. and general 
welfare, and virtually says: “Come over and 
join us.” It is easy to understand how ready a 
poor man, with no prospects before him bere, is 
to listen to such an invitation. 


Consul Grinnell, writing from Bremen, 
adds: 


The emigrants this year are, without excep- 
tion, of the best agricuitural and industrial 
classes, taking money with them, the savings of 
years, the proceeds of their little tenements sold 
here, etc. My owninquiry and observation con- 
firm the truth of the statements of the German 
journals that Germany bas never before lost 
such numbers of worthy and industrious people 
as are this year emigrating to the United — 
and that the loss to the German Empire ean 
scarcely be overestimated. 


The whole number of immigrants to this 
country in 1880, was 457,257, of which 327,371 
landed in New York. The arrivals in 1481, 
| at New York, up to the Ist of May were 109,- 
123, against 82,646 in the same months in 
1880. This increase indicates that the whole 
number of arrivals probable in New York 
this year will reach 600,000. Outside of New 
Tork. the arrivals at other ports in 1880 were 
| 130,000. Allowing a like increase for these 
ports in 1881, and the indications are that it 

will be much larger. These ports will receive 
_ 170,000 in 1881, making a probable aggregate 
for the year of 750,000 to 780,000. The winter 
| has been so severe that the departures from 
Northern Europe have been comparatively 
late this year, but the emigration during the 
first four months of 1881 from the various 
countries thus compare with those of 1830:

The addition of 700,000 persons to our pop- 
ulation, and all of them brought up to occu- 
pations of manual labor, would, in any other 
country than this, produce a revolution in 
the labor market. But this addition will 
hardly have any serious effect. The great 
bulk of the newcomers will find their way to 
the farms, either as occupants and owners 
of new lands, or as agricultural laborers, for 
whom there is a demand equal to the supply. 
industrious, sober, and thrifty farm-hands 
can find abundant employment in all parts 
of the country, and at remunerative wages. 
They can obtain comfortable homes at from 
$20 to $30 per month, with board, and under 
circumstances which enable them to save 
the bulk of their wages. In a few years 
they can accumulate enough to pur 
chase land of their own, or as lessees 
operate other farms profitably. Those 
who have, no trade, but must seek 
unskilled, rough labor, will necessarily have 
to remain in the cities, where they will come 
in competition with multitudes of Others 
similarly situated. But even here, the out- 
come of the struggle will depend mainly on 
themselves. Industry, sobriety, and thrift 
will triumph over many difficulties, while 
the habits of the opposit character must as 
certainly reduce the victims to pauperism 
and all its degrading accompaniments,

* AN OLD STORY. 

A committee of the County Board, supple- 
mented by a committee of the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation, are seeking evidence in regard to 
the corrupt practices of the Court-House 
Ring which died some three or four years 
ago a rather violent death at the hands of 
the people. Experience bas shown that, as a 
rule, the only remedy against official corrup- 
tion lies in defeat ata popular election. A 
number of those who were supposed to be 
identified with this particular ring were in- 
dicted. Someof them were brought to trial, 
but there was the usual failure to convict. 
The head devil in the conspiracy was not 
even brought to trial. The county was 
placed at a considerable expense to prosecute 
these cases, with no other result, perhaps, 
than a further demoralization of public sen- 
timent as to official corruption. It was not 
until the proper efforts to oust the ring offi- 


sured against a continuation of plunder by 
the same set of rascals. 

Now that criminal prosecutions are barred 
by the statute of limitations, another inves- 
tigation has been instituted which can 
hardly have any practical result. In the 
first place, it seem to be instigated by Perio- 
lat’s desire for refenge on account of his 
failure to obtain ag full ashare of the cor- 
rupt profits and commissions as he expected.

Peter Cooper says: “I learned three 
trades. I learned to be a brewer, a coach- 
maker, and a machinist, all before I was 21 
years old. . Idetermined to give the 
world an equivalent in some form of useful 
labor for all that I consumed in it. All 
the money lever made was in mechanical 
business, and not in speculation.” Mr. 
Murry Nelson, of this city, in a late letter to 
Tur Trisone, says: What is to become of 
our sons, who, whatever their opportunities 
for study, have none for work. We carry 
them in the arms of luxury and idleness to 
the age of 21, and then expect them to under- 
stand the use and value of money, without 
ever having earned or saved a dollar, or had 
any chance to learn its cost. I went to St. 
Louis and saw the [manual training] school 
which your paper described. The classes of 
boys I saw there pursuing their trades and 
studies at one and the same time, with ap- 
parent interest and enthusiasm, seemed to 
me to solve the problem,—what shall we do 
with our boys?” 

Doubtless all parents would dearly love to 
make millionaires of their boys. It is equally 
certain thatall wise parents would prefer 
that they should become millionaires by the 
Peter Cooper process of giving the world 
an equivalent in some form of useful labor 
forall that they consume,” rather than by 
the Vanderbilt and Gould process of specu- 
lation, by which Mr. Cooper says he never 
made a dollar. Veryfewof “our boys,” 
however, can become millionaires in any 
event.

The savage is 
taught what he needs to know in his condi- 
tion, and is taught nothing else; hence his 
skill in the few avocations he pursues.

The child so trained would, when grown, be 
to the ordinary man of to-day what Rarus is 
to an ordinary plow-horse.” 

The general adoption of a comprehensive 
system of mechanical education in the public 
schools would quickly dispel the unworthy 
prejudice against labor which taints the 
minds of the youth of the country. The 
splendid career which this age opens to the 
educated mechanic would become clear to 
the vision of every boy in the land, and he 
would see in the tools he was taught to 
handle the key, not only to fair success, but 
to wealth and fame. Prof. urston, Presi- 
dent of the American Society*of Mechanical 

gineers, thus depicts the tremendous 
power wielded by the mechanic:

THE CLOSE OF THE FRANCO-TUNISIAN 
WAR. 


The war between France and Tunis, if it 
can be called a war, is already at an end, and 
a review of the flurry isin order. From the 
first step to the last, the French, both from 
the diplomatic and military points of view, 
have managed their campaign with consum- 
mate brilliancy, promptness, and dash, and 
their record stands out in bright contrast with 
the wretched work of the British Govern- 
ment in the Transvaal operations, for the 
relative strength of the combatants was 
about the same. 

The French commenced their operations 
by dispatching men enough to accomplish 
their purpose,—the punishment of the Krou- 
mir. Although the physical obstacles in 
their way were very great, they drove them 
almost step by step away from their strip of 
territory between Algiers and Tunis upon 
Tunisian soil, and then, though it was an act 
of war against the Bey, they invaded Tunis, 
bombarded the fort of Tabarca and occupied 
it, and then occupied Kef and disarmed its 
garrison. By the occupation of Tabarca 
they cut off the Kroumir from a supply of 
war material, and, by the occupation of Kef, 
from food. In this plight, and hemmed in 
on all sides, the Kroumir had no other 
alternative than to surrender. The sur- 
render left the French in virtual occupation 
of Tunis. The Bey had appealed in vain to 
the Powers. Turkey, as the ostensible 
suzerain of Tunis, had made the same ap- 
peal with the same results. There was noth- 
ing left for the Bey dat to make a treaty 
with the French, which was signed on 
Thursday last. The substance of this treaty, 
which substantially establishes a French 
protectorate over Tunis, is thus stated by 
the dispatches: 


It assures to France the right to occupy posi- 
tions which the French military deem necessary 
for the maintenance of order and security el 
the frontier and the coast. France guarantees 
the Bey security of person, State, — dynasty, 
and the maintenance of the actual 5 4 existing 
treaties between the Regency and European 
Powers; the Bey not to couciude any new inter- 
national convention without a previous under- 
standing with France. The Freneh diplomatic 
agents abroad will be charged with the proteo- 
tion of Tunisian interests. The financial) sys- 
tem of Tunis will be regulated by France in con- 
cert with the Bey to secure a better working of 
the administration of the Regency. A subee- 
quent convention will determine the amount 


and mode of collection of the war indemnity to 


be levied upon the rebellious tribes, and paar.

The relation of the European Powers to 
this affair and the utter contempt with which 
Turkey’s interests in Tunis were treated are 
alike remarkable. The Bey first appealed to 
France, who turned a deaf ear. He then ap- 
pealed to Turkey, and its representative in 
Paris remonstrated with the French Govern- 
ment, which turned its other ear, equally 
deaf, to him also. The Bey then invoked the 
intervention of the European Powers, and the 
Powers also had deaf ears. They considered 
it as a matter of form, but, as they say in 
law courts, found no cause of action. Col- 
lectively they had no desire toopen up a new 
phase of the Eastern question, so long as 
their own interests were not touched, In- 
dividually, there have been but two of the 
Powers that have manifested any interest in 
the matter at all,—Italy, on account of cer- 
tain trade relations; England, on account of 
jealousy, as usual, Italy, on being informed 
of the conclusion of the treaty, directed her 
representative to suggest to the Governments 
the propriety of calling a conference to 
consider the treaty. This was nipped in 
the bud by Prince Bismarck, who upon re- 
ceiving the suggestion ordered the German 
Ambassador at Rome to declare most em- 
phatically that Germany refused to partici- 
pate in any such attempt and rejected all 
idea of a European conference on Tunisian 
affairs. Bismarck is not averse to doing 
France a favor so long as she maintains the 
Government he wished to have established, 
and if France has Tunis he thinks, and has 
even openly said, it will be a compensation to 
her for the loss of Alsace-Lorraine. Russia 
has no interest whatever in Tunis, and, even if 
she had, she is too much occupied with her 
own wretched internal condition, which is 
daily growing worse, and has now almost 
reached a crisis in the Cabinet resignations, 
to give any attention to what is going on be- 
tween France and Tunis, —a country of no 
more importance to her than our Indian 
Territory. If Austria had any sympathy 
with Tunis she would not show it after the 
position assumed by Germany,.for so long 
as the alllance with Germany continues she 
follows her lead. Spain, a near neighbor of 
Tunis, has not uttered a word against 
France. The Barcelona correspondent of 
the Republique Francais explains this. 
“The real origin of the general approval by 
Spaniards of French policy in Tunis,” he 


says, “is the abiding impression left by Span- 


ish history and tradition upon the popular 
mind that every war against the Infidel de- 
serves to succeed. Thus the Spaniard reads 
with satisfaction of the expedition against the 
Kroumir because for centuries the cradle- 
songs of his race have commemorated the 
glories of the Cid, and his life has been spent 
in the midst of memorials of the prolonged 
struggle which culminated in the expulsion 
of the Moors from Europe.” The only peo- 
ple who have made serious protest against 
the French are the English, and 
they, in the language of the London 
Times, feel a deep concern “ that a nation 
which seemed to have entered upon a better 
path should allow itself to be turned by fan- 
cied commercial interests into a course not in 
accordance with the best traditions dt public 
law.”

That the views of both 
Governments. directly interested differ ma. 
terially on this subjevt is a well known fact, 
Above all, Greece demands immediate evacug 
tion of the eeded territory, and insists upon 6 
regulation of all other questions thereafter, 
The Sick Man, on the other hand, will only give 
up and retire after be bas received assurances 
that the Mussulmans in the ceded territory are 
to receive sufficient protection after he shalj 
have left them behind him. This question of 
| protection will be attended by lengthy disous 
sions, negotiations, and dipiomatic notes. 
may be expected, therefore, that the solution 


of the difficulties now in the way will . 
not soon be accomplished. The future develope ~ 


ments of this Turko-Grecian imbroglio will be 


of great interest because, notwithstanding the 


exertions of the Powers to bring about à peace. 
ful arrangement, it is not positively certain that 
a bloody conflict will not be the end after all. 
Bismarck seems to fear such a result. as is ip 
dicated by a dispatch from Berlin, which states 
that Germany has sounded the other Powerg 
upon the question of a prompt transfer of the 
ceded territory to Greece, in order to prevent 
the Greek revolutionary party from gaining 
ground. It is not in Bismarck’s program to let 
the Greek difficulty become of higher impor 
tance than the Franco-Tunisian affair, thereby 
affording France an excellent chance to fish ig 
the dark, and making the job entirely too egay 
for her. 


Tux pains taken by the German military 
authorities to keep their army and ev 
appertaining to its quick mobilization in the 
best of condition and trim becomes dpparent 
again by the appointment of a Com 
mission whose duty it is to investis 
mate the roilling-stock of ali the railroads 
in the Empire, and see whether or not they arg 
in possession of a sufficient number of cars to 
move a large army at short notice. The quan- 
tity as well as the quality of the rolling-stock is 
to be subjected to inspection. Investigations se 
far made have demonstrated that the roads have 
the requisit number of third-class cars (cars 
with wooden seats or benches) on hand, besides 


enough baggage-cars to transport all the troops 


and trains that can be safely dispatched at the 
proper intervals of time. The number of loco 
motive engineers, firemen, brakemen, and other 
persons necessary to runatrain in the employ 
of the companies is also sufficient for any 
emergency. On all the main crossings of the 
trunk lines large and roomy military stations 
are being constructed, for the sole purpose of 
feeding and taking care of troops. These 
buildings will be furnished with all the neces- 
sary cooking and other utensils, so that in case 
of a mobilization the troops can be transported 
and fed with as little interference to regular 
enger travel as possible. On the other side, 
the French Department of War has ordered a 
Military Commission to be sent to Germany, 
consisting of three officers, Messrs. Scherer, 
Cabaron, and Darlein, whose duty it is during 
the coming summer to study the system of 
barracks for troops used by the Prussian army, 
The Commission has already reavhed Berlin.

It is now about two weeks since the 
switchmen’s strike was inaugurated in Chi- 
cago. With very few exceptions the men 
have continued to remain out“ up to the

Destruction of a Building at 
Clark and Twelfth This 
Morning.

CHICAGO. 

The alarm of fire at 1:27 o’clock this morn- 
ing from Box 68 was caused by the dis- 
covery of a formidable-looking blaze 
in the second Story of the four 
story brick planing-mill situated at 
the corner of South Clark and Twelfth 
streets. When first discovered the fire had 
gained such headway that there appeared to 
be danger of a general conflagration in that 
part of the city. Therefore a second alarm 
was turned in a few minutes after. 
But few of the engines of the Department 
had arrived betore the entire structure 
seemed wrapped in flames, whose light illu- 
minated the city for blocks around. The 
boys in blue got rapidly at work, 
and within the space of half 
an hour from the time of the sounding of the 
first alarm the element was under control, 
and all danger of a spreading was averted. 
The building with all its contents was 
a total loss, the walls of the top 
stories even having fallen in. 
was rescued. The building, or rather build- 
ings, were respectively 40x60 and 36x36 feet 
in dimensions, the larger one—the mill 
proper—being four stories in hight, the 
smaller, used as an engine-room, being of

A 1 was advertised to be beld last even- 
ing at No. 27 Erie street, to protest against the 
manner in which the residents of that part of 
the Seventeenth Ward are treated by the city 
and the Chicago & Northwestern Kailroad Com- 
pany.

The alter- 
nate or off days are also filled in with 
horse-races, for which special programs are 
arranged by the Secretary and handicapper. 
The off“ day dates are July 18, 2, 
22 ‘ga and 29, and Aug. l, 8, 
10, 12. 17, 19, 22, 24, and 26. Not less than four 
rapjesare given each nux, and last season the 
starter’s flug drop to 137 races, which number 
wiil be exceeded this season. A large number of 
new stakes have been created, and the nomina- 
tions for all the events are unprecedentedly 


large. It is ex ted that over race-borses 
will be assembied here at the ning of the 
turf season. Many horses who will participate

THE EXAMINATION OF c. r. PERIOLAT. 
The latter explained that the amount he 
raised upon his homestead for the purpose 
of buying votes for Egan was $8,000. He 
mortgaged his place Aug. 10, 1875. 

County-Attorney Willett read a paper 
handed in by Periolat. This was signed by 
Ed Walker, and was an assigninent by him 
to Mary J. Periolat of the power of attorney 
given to him by McNeill & Son to collect 
moneys from the County Board. It was de- 
signed to cover a note of $15,900 given by 
Walker to Mrs. Periolat and was accom- 
panied by a note of date of March 3, 1877, on 
which judgment was confessed. 

In reply to Mr. Bisbee, the witness said 
that he had some judgments against Walker, 
but no other papers.

He had not seen ks of 
James Forsythe & Co. since 1873. If

Forsythe & Co. furnished groceries to Coun- 
to Commissioners, but all goods were paid 
for, except that there was a bill contracted 
by Joseph Harris, who afterwards went iuto 
bankruptcy.

AGAINST THE VACATION OF LA 
SALLE STREET. 
One cf the principal events of the week 
was the development of a strong opposition 
among the .propertyowners on La Salle 
street, north of Madison, to the vacation of 
La Salle street for the Board of Trade. This 
opposition is led by persons of no 
less consequence than the owners 
of the Union Nationa!

pes. if the Board of Trade leaves La 
e street altogether, property on that thor- 
oughfare from end to end will suffer much 
more than by the vacation. Perhaps the 
Board of Trade will do the sensible thing 
and stay where itis. Itis well understood 
that all the chan they require in the pres- 
ent building can be made without any charge 
to them. 
The Chamber of Commerce takes no part 
in the opposition to the removal of the Board.

We learn that the 
Board of County Commissioners have under 
consideration a proposition from the Chicago 
Real .Estate Exehange and Call Board to 
dispose of the property by a grand public 
sale. A very prominent auctioneer, who 
has made a business of : rdal-estate auction 
sales for over twenty years, is connected 
with the move. It will be arranged that the 
county will getallcash from the sale, but 
that purchasers will have the advantage of 
buying on time, if o desired, as a firm of 
well-known moriguge-bankers have agreed 
to advance the necessary funds for that pur- 
pose. One very interesting feature of this 
pian will be the opportunity to buy 
and sell this property for sixty days 
after the grand sale at Wednesday calls 
at the Real Estate Exchange, When the 
original sale takes place 10 per cent of the 
purchase money will be paid down, and a 
certificate issued by the Trustees of the Call 
Board, the balance being payable within six- 
ty days. These certificates will be transfer- 
able, and may be sold over and over again 
during the sixty days they are alive, The 
Call Board offers unusual facilities for these 
transactions in its weekly public calls at the 
Exchange. It seems quite certain the Coun- 
ty Board cannot have a fairer way of dispo 
ing of this property, and that the principle is 
a correct business one to put the propertydnto 
the hands ot agents, who will havea strong 
stimulus to pushasale to a successful re- 
sult, and thereby benefit the county more 
than any effort of a county official paid for 
other duties. 

In conversation with a TRIBUNE reporter, 
Col. Elison, of Elison, Flersheim & Co., 
strongly opposed as injudicious any other 
way of disposing of the Reform-Scheo! prop- 
erty than by a publie auction sale on the 
ground under the auspices of some first-class 
auctioneer.

BUILDING. 

Messrs. Burnham and Root, the architects, 
have perfected the plans for the new office 
building on Monroe street, west of Ilaverly's. 
to be built for Mr. Brooks, of Boston, and 
also those of the new bui!'ding of the Chica- 
go, Burlington & Quincy Railroad, on the 
northeast corner of Adams and Frank- 
Un. Work will be begun at once 
on both structures. The importance of 
these new improvements may be understood 
from the fact that their aggregate cost will 
not fall short of $500,000. It is the intention 
of architects and owners to make them the 
best of their kind. The Monroe street build- 
ing will cover an area of 70x90. Of this 6,300 
square feet, about 5,000 will be covered by 
the foundations of the outer and inner walls, 
vaults, ete. Lhe weight of the whole build- 
ing will be 9,600 tons. It will de 
eight stories high above the basement. Red 
brick and red-glazed terra-cotta will be the 
material. The basement will be of stone. 
The styJe of architecture might be called 
commercial Gothic—the simplest expression 
in brick of theideaof providing the greatest 
possible amount of rooms, light, and ‘se- 
curity. The cornice will be made of molded 
bricks, without brackets, and sinall projec- 
tions. The effectiveness of the building will 
be derived from the hight. ‘The base- 
ment will be divide into  oltices 
specially designed for brokers. Ou 
the first floor, east side, will be a 
large banking office, 34x65. This will have a 
gallery ieading to an upper tier of vaults. 
Elevators will be placed on each side of the 
hall, near the front door, and the main stair- 
case will face the entrance. Broad windows 
on the staircase will light the landings. A 
large skylight will illuminate the hallway, 
and the court will be lined with buff-giazed 
bricks, of a color specially restful to the eye. 
A second banking-office will be placed on the 
west of the eutrance, with two vaults, and, 
behind this ~will be two offices in 
the rear, “looking out on a court 
twenty feet wide. Above, the stories will be 
divided into seventeen offices on each floor, 
all well lighted and ventilated. Every ollice 
in this building will have a fireplace and a 


vault. 

The office building of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincey Road will have a frontage 
of 175 feet on Franklin street, and 120 on 
Adanm. The material will be, above the 
first story, brick with a molded cornice. 
The basement will. r be Ot 
the new chocoiate-colored grauit from Wis- 
consin, which, when polished, is the hand- 
somest of all granits. The building will be 
six stories high. In the interior there will 
be a grand court, 50x60, running up from the 
first story to the roof, and covered by one 
skylight. The vaults will be built in the 
southwestern and northwestern cornors of 
this court, leaving the same area in the oppo- 
sit corners openmg directly into the court, 
and in these will be located the iron stair- 
eases and the large elevators. There will 
be a pair of elevators at each end of 
the court, four elevators in all. 
leries in each story, five feet wide, will run 
clear around the interior courts to facilitate 
communication between the offices. Light 
and air will be supplied to the rooms from 
the court as well as from the outside, and in 
winter the air in the court will be heated and 
passed into the rooms over coils, the temper- 
ature of which enn be regulated 
occupants of the offices. Each 
fice will have a fireplace. Fresh 
air VIII be abundantly supplied. 
‘The building will be fire-proof, and it is the 
intention of théarchitects and the Railroad 
Company to make it more complete in all its 
appointments than any other office building 
in the country. 

Messrs. Buinham & Root have also com- 
pleted the plans for a fine residence for Mr. 
A. Byron, to be bullt on Michigan avenue, 
near Twenty-ninth street. It will be of the 
Flemish style, and the material will be the 
Bedford limestone,in different colors, with the 
wall veils of random rubble bush-hammered.

THE OLD POST-OFFICE, 

The Board of Education at their meeting 
on Thursday evening refused to reconsider 
the appraisal of the old Post-Office property. 
The First National Bank proposed that the 
question of the value of the old Post-Office 
building be recommitted to the appraisers 
with directions to appraise its value for tak- 
ing down and replacing by a new building, 
or, if more eonvenient, that the Committee 
on School-Fund Property be directed to 
make such inquiry, and report to the Board 
“at a meeting to be held on Monday night. 
The difficulty between the Board of Educa- 
tion and-the First National Bank about the 
old Post-Oflice lot and building does not grow 
less. On Tuesday night the proposition of 
the First National Bank for a reappraise- 
ment will come up, unless the whole matter 
is previously settled. Of this latter issue 
there is some hope, as it is believed that both 
parties can tind a common ground of agree- 
ment. 

if the Boe d of Education refuse a reav- 
praisement, and no compromise is reached, 
there will probably be a lawsuit. The First 
National have secured in writing from Presi- 
deut Green, of the Connecticut Mutual, the 
refusal of the southeast corner of Monroe 
and Dearborn streets. One corner or the 
other they will have. Tae Connecticut 
Mutual’s lot has a frontage of 131 feet 
on Monroe and 192 on Dearborn. This 
gives an area of 2,152 square feet, 
for which the company's price 
is $825,000. The Post-Office lot, %x192, has 
an area of only 18,240 square feet. For this 
lot, which is nearly one-third smaller than 
the other, the Board of Education want 
$25,600 more, or $545,600 for the land alone. 
Another evidence of the unfairness of the 
appraisement is that it charges 81,800 a foot 
fur the Post-oflice lot, while for the Board's 
property on the other side of Dearborn 
street, where the Blair & Crilly build- 

stands, the valuations were but 


The process by which the appraisers of the 
Board of Education reached their valuation 
was the self-stultifying one of charging for 
the building, as if it were to be used as it 
stood, and of charging for the land what it 
would be worth if the building were de- 
stroyed, and a new one put up at an expense 
of $500,000, Under the appraisement, the bank 
has to pay an extravagant price for land it can- 
not use, or an extravagant price fora building 
ithas to pull down. ‘The appraisers want to 
make the bank pay the enhanced value their 
own improvements wil! give the property. The 
contract between the bank and the Board of 
Education was that the latter should pay 6 
per cent interest on the market value of the 
property. It would be an interesting 
* for the courts to decide whether 
that bound them to pay 6 per cent on 
$345,600 for 18,240 square feet, when 25,152 
square feet on the opposit corner had been in 
the market for years without a buyer at 


„000. 


DOCKS AT SOUTH CHICAGO. 

Work has begun in earnest on the docks of 
the South Chicago Dock Company, connected 
with the Chicago & Western Indiana Rail- 
road. The Company has just succeeded in 
getting through the ice that has blocked the 
harbor the first dredge for the work on the 
slips at South Chicago. Five more dredges 
are on the way, and will soon be in opera- 
tion. By Aug. 1 there will be 9,000 feet of 
dock front completed. Applications have 
been received from a great many persons 
for accommodations here. The slips will be 
dredged sixteen feet deep, and the docks 
will run back 400 feet from the water to the 
railroad tracks. Indications are already to 
be seen that the combined result of these 
dock facilities, and the belt railroad, now 
being laid as elsewhere described, by the Chi- 
cagu & Western Indiana Road will be the 
transfer to South Chicago of a large part of 
the lumber business now done within the 
city limits, 


THE BELT ROAD, 

In ninety days there will be a belt railroad 
in operation around Chicago. While others 
have been talking the Chicago & Western 
Indiana has begun to build, and in three 
months it will have a double track road 
from South Chicago to the Galena Division 
of the Chicago & Northwestern Railroad in 
actual operation, and connecting with all the 
intersected railroads. In addition to its pres- 
ent tracks, it will need but ten or twelve 
miles more, and for most of these the right- 
of-way has already been secured. Property- 
owners have been so eager to secure the ad- 
vantages of the Belt Road that several routes. 
are open to it. In the Town of Cicero the 
line will run due north a little west of the 
city limits. Property here will be benefited 
proportionately more perhaps than any other

The Burlington has more to do than 
it can properly attend to, and it will make 
iuoney by having its tracks kept clear for its 
own business. 


A NEW ELEVATOR. 

The Wabash Road has bought fourteen 
acres of land on the east frontof the South 
Branch of the Chieago River, beginning at a 
point 600 feet north of what would be 
Thirty-third street, if that street were opened 
through, running south to within 690 feet of 
Thirty-iifth street and extending east to Ul- 
man street, for which they paid $120,000, On 
this the Company will build a Krain ele- 
vator and construct freight docks along the 
quarter of a mile river front, as also a slip 
for the convenience of vessels. The elevator 
will cost $400,000, and will be dullt by Mr. 
George I. Dunlap, whose architect is Mr. 
J. A. MeLennan. The capacity will be 1,500,- 
000 bushels. Work will begin at once. The di- 
mensions of the elevator will be 108x344 tect, 
having an engine and boiler room 36x71‘ 
feet, and the hight to the top of the cupola 
will be 142 feet. There will be 256 bins, sixty 
feet deep, each holding from 5,000 to 5,500 
bushels. Three bollers and a 70U-horse power 
engine will be employed. There will be 
twenty @levators, run by friction on the line 
of shafting, and the machinery in the cupola 
will be run by a forty-eigntineh — pe 
and the grain will be distributed throughou 
the building in the usual manner. 


NEW MANUFACTURING DISTRICT. 
The prediction of the Taz TrinuNE some 
mouths ago that the building of the railroad 
ov both sides of the south arm of the South 
Branch of the Chicago River would cause 
manufacturing enterprises to evry up on 
both sides of this stream, is now being ful- 
filled. Mr. Yale, the agent of the Robbins 
estate, has leased to different persons large 
tracts of acres on both sides of the arm, just 
north of the Stock-Yards, and south of the 
new Wabash elevator. These tracts of land 
will be used for manufactories and lumber- 
‘aras, 
: Ihe owners of the property lying south of 
Thirty-ninth street, on the river, have just 
made leases to Messrs. Segnard, Hubbard, 
and Purington, the latter the President of 
the Cook County Conumissioners, of land for 
brick-yards. The lessees bind themselves to 
excavate the channel of the river 150 wide 
fora distance of about three-fourths of a 
wile from Ashland avenue. This is only the 
beginning of the extension of the river west 
until it strikes the canal, in the neighbor- 
hood of the cotton-mill, where, eventually, 
the much-talked-of pumping-works must be 
located. 


STREETS AND BOULEVARDS. 

The endless cables of the Chicago Street- 
taillway Company will be in operation on 
State street in July, or by the middle of Au- 
gust. Wabash avenue will next be supplied 
with the new motive power. Both these 
streets will be laid with granit blocks. 

‘The Company begins at once the erection 
of the buildings needed for the machinery. 
The south half of the building on Twenty- 
first and State streets will have to be torn 
down, avd another erected, to contain the 
four 250-horse power engines and boilers, 
and the drums, winders, and cables furnish- 
ing the motive power for the cars. 

Mayor Harrison on Monday night vetoed 
the ordinance fora boulevard on Dearborn 
avenue and other streets. 

A petition has been signed by several hun- 
dred residents and taxpayers in the district 
lying between Western avenue and Central 
Park, to have the regular Madison street cars 
run through to Central Park, and to run to 
the park up to midnight, 

Property-owners on Stewart avenue intend 
to move upon the Common Council for the 
enforcement of the ordinance for the im- 

rovement of that street. They want the 

‘ort Wayne Railroad tracks moved over to 
one side the avenue and walled in, leaving 
room on the other, or east side, for teams to 


pass. 

An effort is to bé made soon to have North 
State street widened north of Chicago ave 
nue. South of the avenue it is eighty feet 
wide, and is ove of the most attractive streets 
inthe North Division. North of Chicago 
avenue it suddenly narrows thirty-nine feet 
by a tier of lots on the west sideof the street, 
which are comparatively valueless for 
building: purposes. Running north to 
Cedar street, the lots in places narrow to 
thirty feet, and there are jogs running from 
thirty-eight down to thirty feet, which make 
an irregular street and much useless prop- 
erty. Nov. 11. 1872, the Council passed an 
ordinance for the widening of North State 
street from Chicago avenue toSchiller street, 
so as to wake the streetof a uniform width 
and take in this succession of narrow blocks. 
The assessment was made, but the Council 
repealed the ordinance. The rectilication 
of the lines of the street is to be attempted 
again, and it is to be hoped will be achieved. 

The Common Council has passed ordi- 
nances for the opening from State to Dear- 
born of Maple and Chestnut streets, and the 
assessments for the work will soon be col- 
lected. The abrupt ending of these streets 
has made them to this time comparatively 
worthless as thoroughfares, These streets 
run now to within about forty feet of State 
street. An order has also been passed by 
the Council for an ordinance for the straight- 
ening of Oak street, and a survey is now be- 
ing made for that purpose, 

‘The Town of Lake has given the Grand 
Trunk Railway permission to extend their 
line along the north side of Fifty-first street 
to the Eastern Indiana, and hence the ad- 
mission of this great thoroughfare to the 
city is at last definitly settled. 

The Committee appointed at a former 
meeting to confer with the South Park Com- 
missioners in regard to the improvement of 
the boulevard south from the Brighton Huuse 
to Fifty-fifth street (Pavilion boulevard) met 
with the Park Board during the past week. 
and showed that the law plainly requires that 
the sewer and driveway should be completed 
along the east line of the sections along 
which Blue Island avenue runs. ‘The Park 
Board coneeded that the Committee were 
right, arid ordered estimates at once to be 
made, and promise that the improvement 
shall be completed during the present season. 
This will be good news to those who have 
been paying their assessments for years 
past, and have had no Visible return for 
theirmoney. The West Side Park Board 
are building south and east from Douglas 
Park to connect with the Blue Island boule- 
vard at the canal, and in another year our 
city will have the longest and finest system 
of driveways upon the continent. This will 
simply be in keeping with everything else in 
and about Chicago. 

The Common Council has passed orders 
for assessment proceedings for six inch 
drains in Douglas avenue from Michigan 
avenue to South Park avenue; same Michigan 
avenue from Lake Park place to Taventy- 
sixth street; for nine lampposts on Brown 
street from Fourteenth to railroad tracks; 
concerning sewers and catch-basins in Mich- 
igan and Douglas avenues. 


NORTH PARK AVENUE. 

The propertyowners of North Park avenue, 
between Sophia street and Fullerton avenue, 
becoming tired of waiting for the city to put 
in a sewer, have advanced the necessary 
money, and the work is now being done. Gas 
and water pipes are also being laid there, 
and trees planted along the walks. This 
street will soon be materially changed in ap- 
pearance. At present there are few houses 
on it. This season, however, Mr. Andrew 
MeNally will build a dozen stone-fronta, and 
Mr. Perkins Bass and Mr. Bauman, the archi- 
tect, several more. The neighborhoed, 
though a delightful one, seems to have been 
neglected until this time, but now that Im- 
provements are under way it will soon beone 
of the pleasantest residenee dq the 
city.

HYDE PARK. 

Hyde Park is about to have new water- 
works, The engineer has just been ordered 
to make plans of building, machinery, sup- 
ply pipes and mains of suflicient size to für- 
nish the entire yillage with water. This 
system is to include pipes to South Chicago, 
Colehour, Lrondale, Kensington, Pullman, 
Riverdale, and Grand Crossing, as well 
as the entire north part of 
the village. The building proposed 
is tobe of brick, and situated on the Water- 
Works lot at the foot of Sixty-eighth street. 
The machinery will be very powerful, of 
necessity, as the territory to be covered will 
be nearly as large as that of Chicago, and the 
citizens of Hyde Park expect all their waste 
lands to be built up within the next few 
years. The entire matter will be unaer 
charge of J. A. Cole, the Water-Works En- 
gineer. 

On Thursday next the Board of Trustees 
of Hyde Park will take a trip over the entire 
Township of Hyde Park, going to Grand 
Crossing, Colehour, South Chicago, Iron- 
dale, Kensington, Riverdale, and Pullman. 
The object of their trip will be to notice the 
conditions of the roads, ditches, bridges, etc., 
and to make plans for further improvements, 
‘These of necessity must be of great interest 
to the real estate owners in Hyde Park, as the 
improvements contemplated at the close of 
their trip will probably be the work 
for the summer by the Board. Property- 
owners in all parts of the village will be ex- 
pected to meet the Board and suggest the 
improvements that they need, and whether 
the payment for the same shall be by general 
tax or special assessment. The ditches in 
Kensington have been ordered repaired, and 
in a short time anew plan of sewerage for 
that country will be brought before the Board 
of Trustees for action. The Board of Trustees 
are granting many permits tor the erection 
of frame houses within the fire-limiis of 
Hyde Park.

living, he answered, in as good English as 
you will hear in Boston:

„How many acres ?”’ 

“Twenty-five or thirty.“ 

“Why don’t you have more?” 

“Don’t want it. Lean have as far as Lean 
see over the prairie, ten miles square; but 
I don’t want it. I have all I can eat, and 
drink, and wear. What do I want mors 
for?!“ 

The man was fat and sleek, and with 3 
little soap would have been handsome, He 
certainly seemed happy. 

Do you want white men to come ints 
Nation?“ I continued. * 

“Oh! we don’t care, if they pay us for the 
privilege.”’ 

How much do they have to pay ?”

Their General Use Among American 
Women. 

„% You want to know to what extent these 
th nes are employed by American ladies ?” a 
lending druggist remarked by way of re- 
sponse to a question put to him by a TRIBUNE 
reporter, for whose inspection he had pro- 
duced a variety of bottles and boxes contain- 
ing all sorts of appliances for the perfection 
of female beauty. “I believe that at least 
three-fourths of the female population—that 
is to say, of that portion of it who have any 
regard for their personal appearance—use 
some one or other of these preparations.” 

The collection was a formidable one,—a 
veritable masked battery of manufactured 
complexions, rubied lips, emphasized eye- 
brows, etc., and the reporter became bewil- 
dered as he struggled with the French names 
and tried to learn of the varied benefits to be 
derived from the use of the different com- 


pounds. 

The dru t went on to say, by way of 
historical alluslon: The French were the 
first to use these things, and our people fol- 
lowed their — Within the past few 
years, too ps Se? have gained quite a foothold 
in Great B n, where a few years ago their 
use would have n regarded as scandalous. 
l could not help thinking, in reading ‘A Fair 
Barbarian,’ that the-author could have made 
a strong point by having the hervine employ 
these adventitious aids to beauty in contrast 
to her ape associates. If these things 
are sparing 7 used their effect may be made 
van! useful by hightening charms and con- 
cealing defects. Extravagantly applied they 
fail to beautify, and are prone to cause in- 
jury to health. I would certainly hinder any 
young lady friend of mine from beginning to 
use cosmetics of any kind. When once their 
employment has been begun it is necessary 
to keep on with it, because after a while the 
skin assumes an appearance which requires 
orf — effect of some artificial col- 
orin 

‘hat are the most popular cosmetics 
now in vogue?” 

Just now what are known as the Tale 
de Venise’ and Fay's Veloutine,’ both of 
them imported articles, are most tavored by 
the ladies. These are complexion powders 
which produce a natural skin tint which is 
quite pleasing. Their superiority consists in 
the close imitation to the natural hue of the 
skin. Another article which produces the 
same effect is Piesse & Lubin’s Pistachio 
nut powder. Then there are the liquid 
preparations, amon which what is known 

‘ Blanche de Perle,’ a French importa- 
tion, meets with a large sale. This produces 
the natural tint of the skin. You see that 
the bottle contains liquid and a sediment 
which, when shaken up, produces a creamy 
solution, which isapplied to the face. When 
the water has dried the sediment, which is 
mainly of — is left upon the face, pro- 
ducing what the ladies pronounce a very sat- 
isfactory effect.“ 

“What is the permanent effect upon the 
skin of these cosmetics ? 

“Unless great care is taken in their use 
they cannot failto be very harmful. I am 
acquainted with some actresses, who, in the 
way of professional necessity, are obliged to 
use cosmetics. They have done so fur years, 
and yet their skin is as soft as that of a baby.

home at night they wash it all off with soap 
and water and then apply cold creain or some 
other emollient. If ladies were to do this 
regularly the injury arising from the use of 
cosmetics would be largely avoided.”

es; some of them contain white lead, 
which, of course, cannot be used for any 
length of time without producing perma- 
nent injury to the health. I do not 
think even the simplest chalk 
cosmetics can be long used without 
seriously affecting the functions of the skin 
where they are applied. The skin is, of 
course, nothing else than a breathing appa- 
ratus, and if we clog it up the consequences 
must be disastrous. One of the very cheap- 
est cosmetics is known as ‘Flake White,’ 
which has an enormous sale,—partly on ac- 
count of its cheapness and partly because of 
its permanency. One of the great desiderata 
of a powder is its lasting qualities. It must 
not rab off, or even be carried away by per- 
spiration. The Flake White sticks under all 
circumstances. It is a dead white, and after 
— yo been applied the face is to all intents 
urposes coated with white paint, as the 
is largely composed of white lead. I 
sell large quantities of it, but none of it 
leaves my shop which is not labeled * Poi- 
son.’ This is not so commonly done by 
dru gists as it should be.“

“Oh, there is the ‘Oriental Cream, or 
Magical Beautifier,’ the ‘Olympian Cream,’ 
imported articles, which, I believe, contain 
no deleterious compounds and produce a 
very vretty tint when carefully applied. ”

“ Yes, and the same general remark ap- 
phies to — as to the others; when used 80 
as to imitate Nature they vlease; otherwise 
they are inartistie and disagreeable in their 
effect. The rouges are supplied in various 
forms, —in powders, * emollients, etc.,

The druggist showed the reporter a num- 
ber of specimens of rouges from the 25-cent 
box, containing a cake of bright pink at- 
tached to a saucer of porcelain, up to a box 
of emollient valued at a dollar. 

“The great art is, of course, to imitate 
Nature. the druggist explained, and for 
this purpose, as well as the rouges, we have 
what is known as brunet powder,—a com 
sition with a yellowish tinge,—with whieh 
brunets can highten their charms, especially 

when the rouge is artistically applied in con- 

unction with it. Thus we have cosmetics 
n four different shades—the dead white, 


‘which of course cannot beautify a face, as 


there is no natural complexion of that color 
the natural skin-tint white, the brunet, ond 
the rouge, and in the combination of these 
colors some ladies are very successful. That 
cheap rouge I showed you is altogether too 
deep and bricht in tint to produce a good 
effect, but many ladies combine it with the 
white, and a very natural color is the result. 
Then there are liquid rouges, which are more 
expensive than the powders, their prices 
running up to $1.50 a bottle.“ 
How are these rouges applied?“

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CHARLES HITCHCOCK. 


Tributes to His Memory by Mem- 
bers of the Chicago Bar, 


Speeches by Judge Williams, D. L. 
Shorey, C. A. Dupee, and 
Others. 


Adoption of Resolutions Testifying to His 
Worth as a Lawyer and a Man. 


An adjourned meeting of the members of 
the Bar was held in fthe Unictd States Cir- 
cuit Court room yesterday afternoon to re- 
ceive the report of the committee appointed 
to prepare resolutions with reference to the 
death of Charles Hitchcock. Among those

N JUDGE WILLIAMS, 

in resuming the chair, said it was more 
than twenty-six years since Mr. Hitchcock 
came to this city and commenced the prac- 
tice of the law in the office of the then firm 
of Williams & Woodbridge. During the 
most of these years the speaker’s relations 
with him had been of the most intimate 
character. Forthis more than a quarter of 
acentury it could be said in no disparage- 
ment of the dead but in simple justice to the 
dead, Charies Hitchcock had no superior at 
the Bar or upon the Bench of this city. 
Primus inter pares was the position 
universally conceded him by his pro- 
fessional brethren. The stalwart fraine 
and noble brow were but a fitting expression 
of his strength of mind and nobility of soul. 
The law was his chosen profession, and he 
attained in it the highest success, but Mr. 


Hitcheock was capable of succeeding in al- 

most any field of intellectual labor. The 
most difficult problems of the law were easily 
solved by him. He reached correct conclu- 
sions by ‘the shortest process of reasoning. 
His well-balanced judgment was seldom 


swayed by interest or passion. He had the 


rare faculty of do no unnecessary intel- 
lectual labor. He knew just what to do to 
accomplish a given professional resuit, and 
he did that and nothing more. If wisdom 
was the practical application of knowledre 
to the best ends. then Mr. Hitchcock 
was preéminently a wise lawyer. He did 
more professional work with less friction 
and less waste of power than any man the 
speaker had ever known. Mr. Hitchcock 
was a man formed for . and full 
of the tenderest sympathies. le had a 
tear for pity and a hand open as day to melt- 
ing charity.” 

Charles Hitchcock, the kind friend, the 
generous benefactor. would be a blessed 
eT many homes long after the per- 
son of him whose presence gave delight to 
young and old should have moldered into 
dust. What he was in that home-life, which 
was his richest solace and joy, was known 
imperfectly to a few,—perfectly to only one. 
To that one an Eden had become a Sahara. 

After referring to his heroism in fighting 
disease, the speaker said that death came to 
Mr. Hitchcock before the allotted time, but 
it quieted the 

PAIN OF HIS BURSTING HEART 


and brought peace and repose to his agonized 
face. They would think of him as the great 
hearted, generous, true, and good Charles 
Hitchcock, the recollection of whose noble 
manhood was more to them than the un- 
dimmed lustre of his well-deserved profes- 
sional fame. 

r. D. L. Shorey said he had known Mr. 
Hitchcock for thirty-five years, which cov- 
ered his entire academic, college, and profes- 
sional career. When he first knew him he 
was 19 years of age, and even then gave 

romise of power which had 

een ee throughout his lite 
and b won for him the 
regard and esteem of all who came within 
the circle of his influence. From the time 
he entered college until graduation he was 
easily the first of a very excellent class. Not 
only was he a scholar of whom his alma 
mater was proud, but during his collegiate 
course he pursued a very wide range of 
reading in the roy me classics, so that when 
he left college he had as thorough an equip- 
ment for a — yew - career as any man 
the speaker had ever known. Mr. Shorey 
briefly sketched the life of Mr. Hitch- 
cock after his graduation, paying a 
high compliment to his abilities, saying 
that, especially in commercial law, no one 
would claim that he ever hada superior in 
Chicago. Advert to him as a man, the 
speaker said Mr. Hitchcock -was not fitted 
perhaps for the widest popularity, being 
quiet, modest, and unobtrusive; but when 
ne gained a man’s esteem he never lost it. 
He never made a friend who was not his 
friend until the day of his death. The ver 
fact that he held to his friendships with suc 
— was conclusive evidence of the 
= eart that accompanied that great 

rain. No man stood higher in the neighbor- 
hood where he lived. no man performed 
more kindly offices, and no man has de- 
parted whose death’ brought more pain to 
the objects of his benefactions. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

He offered the following resolutions on be- 
half of the Committee: 

Resolved, That as members of the Chicago Bar 
we desire to place on the permanent records of 
our Courts a tribute of respect to the memory of 
Charles Hitchcock. He commenced bis work in 
his Le ae after a thorough preparaton in 
acudemic and coliegiate education at Phillips’ 
Academy and at Dartmouth College, graduating 
in the clase of 1851. In the academy and at col- 

lege be won preéminent distinction. He was the 
leader of bis classmates; their ablest man. Since 
leaving college he devoted his entire Gree the 
exception of one yeur's teaching at Washington, 
to bis profession. He soon mastered tne learn- 
ing of the lav. and for many years stood in its 
bigbest ranks. Aliof bis methods and practice 
were in accord with the bighest legul ethics. 
For more tban a quarter of a century he held 
the confidence and esteem of the Courts, of the 
Bar, end of a great chentage, and through his 
Whole — — professional career, by his 
courtesy and unswerving fidelity, as well as dy 
ibis industry, bis learning, and his great ability, 
de reflected lustre upon the profession to which 
he devuted the principal work of bis life. He bus 
left an ineffaceable impression upon the organic 
law of the state and upon its whole jurisprudenoo. 
He avoided rather than sought public position; 
butas President of the Constitutional Conven- 
tion of 1870. without previous Parliameutary 
knowledge, in a sefect body. many of whom had 
bad wide experience in legislative assembiles , 
he was * by the whole Conven tion as 
its most accomplished parliamentarian. Mr. 
Hitchcock was a benevolent, just, and true man, 
as free from cant and pretension as from tricks 
and intrigue. He had not those qualities which 
give to men a wide social popularity. but he 
retained entire to the hour of his death all the 
friendships he had ever made. 

Resolved, Toat the Chairman cause these reso- 
lutions to be presented to the several Courts; 
aud that the Secretary present a copy of them 

to the family of the deceased. 
MR. DUPEE SAID 


he first became acquainted with Mr. Hitch- 
cock in 1856; very soon after that an intimate 
triendshi commenced between them, and 
r without interrupdion until the day 
his death. In 1866 they became partners 
— the practice of the law. and so continued 
during the remainder of his life. It was his 
rivile to know Mr. Hitchcock in his 
10me life, which was a most happy one. He 
was exceedingly interested in all intellectual 
and literary pursuits, and surrounded him- 
self with all facilities for their prosecution. 
He was extremely glad to meet — cirele of 
intimate friends, and always delighted to get 
them around his own fireside. is wife, to 
whom he was most tenderly attached, shared 
with him his intellectual and Social 
tastes. His hospitality was free-handed. He 
charmed every one who came under his roof. 
In his office-life he labored with great facil- 
ity. There was rarely aday he didn’t find 
time to read the law journals and reports.

Favorable Bank Statement—Business 
of the Rock Island Road. 


The Produce Markets Mostly Active 
and Weak—A General Decline 
in Breadstuſſx.

FINANCIAL, 


Heavy sales to realize the profits of the rise 
were noticeable all the morning in the Stock 
Exchange. These had no other effect than to 
make a temporary halt in the advance. lu the 
afternoon, after the appearance of the favor- 
able bank statement, buying was generai, and 
at the close nearly everything was better than 
at the close of the preceding day. 

Chesapeake & Ohio shows a large increase in 
the volume of transactions, and seems likely to 
become one of the most active fancies. 

Coal stocks were quiet, but their prospects 
are brilliant. 

The Rock Island Road is declared to be doing 
a better business in proportion to its expenses 
than any other in the country. 

The Oregon Improvement Company's stock 
was quoted at 107, and the Northern Pacific 
“syndicate,” a blind pool stock, was at a pre- 
mium of . 

The pools in Jersey Central and Wabash were 
reported to be buying freely. Texas Pacific 
Was pointed as likely to go up, since the terms 
of the consolidation had alt been agreed upon. 

A bad sign for the outsiders—all the New 
York papers are bullish. 

St. Joe is practically cornered. 

New York dispatches contradict the report of 
an impending general strike of railroad em- 
ployés.

thereof, or any dividend thereof on the same in 
any way, shape, or manner.”

New 
York quoted lard demoralized. Oats were heavy 
under the receipt of numerous selling orders. 
Corn declined sharply insympatby, but cash lots 
were relatively firm, except for the lower 
grades, which seemed not to be wanted by ship- 
pers. Corn was reported flat in Liverpool; 
and shippers say it is impossible to place wheat 
‘ there at present, as buyers hold off because they 
know that about nine-tenths of all the wheat on 
passage has yet to be sold. Wheat was weak 
here early, but partly recovered later. 
There was a heavy calling of margins 
by the shorts, which helped the weak- 
ness both in provisions and grain, a 
great deal of long stuff being sold. 
Mess pork closed 55c lower. at $16.00 for June, 
and $16.00@16.u2% for July. Lard closed 42%c 
lower, at 510.07 610.10 for June, and $10.10 for 
July. Short ribs closed 37%c lower. at $7.924@

Bar- 
ley was nominally $1.00 for No. 2 cash, We for 
No. 3, and Se for No.4. Hogs were active

Foreign and domestic dry goods are still 
moving in a fairly liberal way, and the tone of 
the market remains firm and healthy. On cer- 
tain lines of cottons prices are being shaded a 
little, but there is less cutting than is usual 
at the close of a season.

Teas 
are meeting with an increasing demand and are 
working firm. There was an unchanged market 
for dairy products. The demand both for butter 
and cheese is strictly in accordance with current 
needs, as stil! lower prices are looked for. 
Creamery butter sold at 18@23c and fair to fine 
Wairy at 15010. The dried-fruit market was 
destitute of important new features. Fish were 
quiet, with whitefish and trout quoted 15@25c 
per half · barrel lower under increased offerings. 
Oils ruied steady and unchanged. Leather, 
bagging, and pig-iron were quoted as before. 
The broom-corn trade continues steady at our 
published rates. Building materialsof ali de- 
scriptions are active, bricks still ruling higher, 
the supply being inadequate to the demand. In 
hides, wool, grease, and tailow there are no 
changes to note, trade being fitful in ali these 
articles. Hay was a trifle weaker, though most 
of the trading was done at our quotations. Po- 
tatoes were weak and lower on all descrip- 
tions, early rose dropping to Wc for prime 
stock.

All that an an- 
cient Greek had to do in ordering a costume 
was to give his tailor his hight and 
the shape of his foot. His sole gar- 
ments were a short chiton. or tunic, 
a linnation, which was simply a _ rec- 
tangular piece of cloth gracefully draped 
over the ** sandals, a girdle, and occa- 
sionally a little chlamys worn over the 
shoulders. These garments as worn in the 
Greek play are of fine texture, bright colors, 
and ornamented with more or less embroid- 
ery: it is an art to wear these costumes 
gracefully, but, after much study and drilling 
from Mr. Millet, the young men walk the 
stage with their linnatia draped about them 
as easily as if they wore the conventional 
modern dress. Great praise is due Mr. 
Millet for the interest he has shown in every 
detail: by his care he has greatly reduced 
the expense of the costumes, and he has 
loaned some of the curious fabrics which he 
brought from the East, which indeed it 
would be impossible to obtain here. The 
costume of the leading characters is exceed- 
ingly rich, the colors, crimson, yellow, pur- 
ple, vivid green, heavily trimmed with gold 
passementerie, and decorated with gold or- 
naments. The minor characters have gar- 
ments of simpler texture and quieter colors, 
yet all are picturesque in the extreme. 

The play. Edipus Tyrannus,” was chosen 
by the management not only because it is 
the masterpiece of Sophocles, but because 
it is unusually rich in effective dramatic sit- 
uations. This will be seen by a brief synopsis 
of the story on which the play is founded. 
(Edipus was the son of Latus and Jocasta, 
King and Queen of Thebes. Previous to his 
birth an oracle had foretold to his parents 
that the son who would be born to them 
would eventually kill his father, marry his 
mother, and beget a race of children horri- 
ble to the gods. Therefore, when (ZLdipus 
was born his parents sent a servant to carry 
the child to Mount Citheron, where he 
should be exposed till he died. The servant, 
however, in pity, gave the child to a shep- 
herd who was ih the service of King Poly- 
bus of Corinth. Polybus,a childless King, 
adopted (idipus, who grew to manhood 
believing his adopted rents to be in 
truth his own. At length, however, 
havi his suspicions aroused by a 
taunting companion, and failing to ob- 
tain satisfactory replies from his supposed 
parents, he went off toconsult the Pythian 
oracle concerning his birth. There again 
did the god thunder forth the terrible proph- 
ecy that years before had induced Laius 
to sacrifice his infant son. (£dipus, hav- 
ing heard in affright the terrible words, in 
order to frustrate them went far away from 
Corinth, where Polybus and Merope dwelt, 
whom he considered the parents whom the 
2 said he should injure.

It is at this point that the @dipus Ty- 
rannus” takes up the tragic history of 
(Edipus. The whole play is devoted to the 
gradual unwinding of the mysterious veil 
which enshrouds his life. e starts out 
with the strong intention of finding out the 
guilty one, and imprecates dreadful curses 
on man, whoever he may be, who has 
done the dreadful deed. He summons an 
ancient soothsayer, Triesias, “ whose uni- 
versal thought controls all knowledge and 
all mystery,“ and the servant, who alone of 
the attendants traveling with Laius survived 
to tell the tale. Utterly unsuspicious at first, 
little by little itdawns on him that he him- 
self, proud (2dipus, is the dreadful! man, till 
at last he rushes in a frenzy from the stage, 
to which he returns again with bloody face, 
for he has put out his own eyes. 
Jocasta perceives the awful truth before it 
comes to pus, and ends her life by hang- 
ing herself, though this is not done before 
the audience, since, by a canon of the Greek 
stage, no b shed was allowed upon it. 
Eventually @dipus is exiled from the land, 
bet oe lately he had ruled as a happy and 
wise King. 

The whole play tends to show the strong 
belief which the Greeks had in the invinciole 
power of fate, whose decrees no mortal could 
avert. Thisis brought out forcibly in the 
chorus, who constantly echo in highly poetic 
language the leading ideas of the play. The 
chorus consists of a body of fifteen singers 
led by the coryphezus. and the music, written 
for them by Prof. Paine, adds immeasurably 
to the attractiveness of the play. The music, 
Prof. Paine’s opus 35, consists of a prelude 
and six choruses, e really know nothing 
of ancient Greek music, so no attempt has 
been made to reproduce it, yet the weird 
melodies which run through it all are unique 
in themselves, and the strong minor harmony 
which prevails thrills the audience with its 
pathos and horror.

M’°CULLOUGH IN LONDON. 

Letters and exchanges from England unite 
in saying that John McCullough hasat Drury 
Lane Theatre scored an unqualified popular 
success, although of course among the crit- 
ics there is some slight difference of opinion 
in regard to his place in art. To make the 
hit he seems to have made is no smal! thing 
to do in London, particularly at the present 
time, upon the heels of Booth’s appearance 
and in the face of Irving’s popularity. He 
has been received kindly by not only the 
public, but the members of his own profes- 
sion appear to have aided him in every way 
to make his hit as pronounced as possible. 
We give a few extracts from the London pa- 
pers upon his Virginius, and from them the 
reader can form a fair estimate of the spirit 
of the press: 

The London Telegraph, in a ve 
tory criticism, says Mr. McCullough 
“cannot complain of the cordiality of the 
greeting that has at once and open-handed 
been extended to an actor whose fame his 
been made in America, but whose ancestry, 
without a doubt, lived and flourished in some 
green corner of old Ireland.

Only at fitful 
intervals the actor seemed to master apathy 
of his audience; but be was at his best as an art- 
ist and a thinker when he made the least effect. 


The London Times is not quite so favor- 
Mr “Mr. McCullough’s perform- 
ance,” it thinks, was on the whole a pow- 
erful if not alwavs a pleasing performance. 
His appearance was manly and impressive; 
his voice, where he did not strain it too far, 
despite a rather mixed accent, was clear and 
full; his gestures often singularly natural 
and striking. His best scenes were with his 
daughter, and after his daughter’s death 
where his reason has for a time given way. 
. « + « It was in the longer speeches, the 
more impassioned passages, that Mr. McCul- 
lough failed, as almost every actor must fail 
in the days when the art of sveaking is a lost 
art. Here his manner became labored, his 
action sometimes unduly florid nor always 
appropriate to the text, his speech at times 
almost a song without words and a song 
somewhat harsh and unmusical. ... =. 
But regarding the performance generally, 
recalling it afterward as a whole, it left a 
sense of power and intelligence not always 
very highly tutored, and here and there a 
little too violent, too extravagant for real 
greatness; but on the whole, weighty and 


striking.”’ 
The London Pall Mall Gazette says: 


Mr. McCuliough's performance is picturesque, 
intelligent, and virile. Possessor of a fine phys- 
ique and a voice of noticeable ra and com- 
pasa, the new-comer turns these gi to splen- 
did account, and, besides presenting a series of 
striking pictures, delivers the lines of the 
tragedy with a solemnity and sonorousness of 
diemon that assigns them all ible effect.

A FORTUNE IN A SONG. 

The Theatre Comique, New York, where 
Harrigan and Hart. have won fame and fort- 
une, has been closed. The building is to be 
torn down to make a site for stores. The 
Sun devotes considerable space to the inter- 
esting history ot the house. 

It was originally a Jewishsynagog, and 
was first used fur amusement purposes in 1862, 
by Wood's Minstreis. In 1865 it became Wood's 

K the management of George 
Wood. e minstrel manager had been Henry 
Wood. Sensational dramas and burlesques were 
principally given, and the venture was short and 
disastrous. One of the stars of the singic season 
was Charies M. Barras, who bad not yet made a 
fortune as author of “The Black Crook. An 
ensuing season of variety show, when the name 
was changed to Wood's Theatre Comique, was 
also a financial failure. As the Thalia Theatre 
it failed in 1867 with the German drama. J. W. 
Lingard, the Bowe manager, tried va- 
riety and drama in it with vad results. The 
first touch of good luck came in 1868, when Lin- 
gard made a hit there with his sketches. Lingard 
became the manager, though the lessees were 
Sandy Spencer and Charles White. The enter- 
tainments consisted of farces, buriesques, songs, 
dances, and the Lingard sketches. Among those 
who performed in these things were McKee 
Rankin, John T. Raymond, Joseph K. Emme 
and George C. Boniface. The prosperity di 
not last, and the second season closed disastrous- 
ly soon after it began. Robert W. Butler was 

next lessee. He gave a regular variety 
show. and made a great deal of money, but in 
1871 he opened the Union Square Theatre, in 
conjunction with Sheridan Shook, and lost all. 
Josh Hart, his successor at the Comique, made 
a fortune, which be also took up town, in 1875, 
and lost in the Eagie Theatre. Edward Harri- 
gan and Tony Hart took possession in 1876, and 
have, it is said, cleared $200,000. 

It is the inion of theatrical experts that 
Harrigan & Hart's fortune was made bya single 
song. They were song and dance performers in 
variety shows previous to their venture in man- 
agement,and had gained no more popularity 
than mauy othersin the same line. The Theatre 
Comique had lost favor during the interval 
since Josh Hart's retirement. and it seemed sure 
that the new firm of young men would fail. The 
leader of the orchestra was David Braham, the 
father-in-law of Harrigan. He composed the 
music of The Mulligan Guards,” and Harrigan 
wrote the words. The song was a tremendous 
hit, as given in character by Harrigan and Hart. 
It depicted the target company of the down- 
town wards with a mixture of fidelity and exag- 
geration that was irresistibie, and for several 
years afterward very few target companies 
ventured out for fear of ridicule. The song 
made fame instantly for the Theatre Comique, 
and was next year expanded into a rough-and- 
ready play. The Mulligan Guard Ball,” which 
ran a whole season, and has had several success- 
ful sequels.
